S.R.O. 187. — The following draft of certain rules regulating the division of 
the Ferozepore Cantonment into wards for the purpose of holding elecations in 
the said Cantonment and the determination of the number of members to be 
elected by each ward, which the Central Government proposes to make, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of section 3i of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) and in supersession of the Ferozepore Can- 
tonment (Division into Wards) Rules, I960 as published with the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 323 dated 
the 16th September. 1960 In the Gazette of India Part II Section 4 dated the 
24th September, 1960, is hereby published, as required by the said section, for 
the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice Is hereby 
given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the thir- 
tieth day of the publication of this notification in the official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date specified above will be considered by 
the Central Government.

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may he called the Feroze- 
pore Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1970.

The boundary of this ward begins from the Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No. IC which is situated at the junction of Chakrata Road and unmet a lied track 
lend i tie 1 from Chakrata Road to Shnmshan Ghat along Tons Nadi and runs in a 
Westerly direction along the Boundary of the Cantonment up to Boundary Pillar 
No. ID.

The boundary of this ward starts from Junction of Chakrata Road and sullage 
water drain which is situated between Gurdwara and Sericulture Department 
building of the State Government proceeds along the sullaue water drain due 
South upto its junction with a track running East West at the junction of the 
Flour Mill due West upto its junction with Tyagi Road and further due West 
up to the junction of the said track with sullage water drawn by the side of Guru 
Nanak Higher Secondary School.

From boundary pillar No. 1C at ti e junction of Chakrata Road and track 
leading to Shamshan Ghat along Tons Nadi the boundary proceeds slightly South 
East and then proceeds East along Chakrata Road up to the point where sullage 
water drain cuts Chakrata Road between building of Sericulture and Gurdwaru, 

Ward No. IH. 

Special Wing, Wings No. 6 and 7, Industry Wing, Mill Area, Prem Nagar 
Bazar, I.M.A. 

The boundary of this ward starts from junction of Chakrata Road and sullage 
water drain between Gurdwara and Sericulture Department building proceeds 
South along the sullage water drain upto its junction with a track going East 
West by the side of Flour Mill. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards West along katcha path upto 
Its junction with Tyagi Road towards South and meets at the junction of Tyagi 
Road and Tea Estate Road. 

From there t'he boundary takes a turn towards East and runs along Canton- 
ment boundary and meets Cantonment Boundary pillars Nos. IF, 1G, BA and 8B. 

From there the boundary turns to North Easterly direction along the canal 
upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 3 and proceeds along the boundary of 
the Cantonment through Pillars Nos, 4, 5, 2, 1, 72, 71, 70, 69 , 68, 65, 64, 63. From 
there the boundary goes along the boundary of the Cantonment marked with 
Pillars Nos, 62 to 59 to 57, 56 53, 51, 50, 46 and a line connecting boundary Pillar 
No, 40 to Boundary Pillar No. 129. 

From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 129 the boundary takes a turn towards 
West and runs along Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 129 to 137 and No. 1 to 7 
and keeps on running along South bank of Ton? Nadi upto the Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No, 18 which is situated at the Eastern side of Chakrata Road 
near Tons Bridge, 

From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. IB the boundary takes a turn and 
runs towards South along East of Chakrata Road and meets the Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 1C which is situated at junction of Chakrata Road and track 
leading to Shamshan Ghat. 

From Boundary Pillar No. 1C at the junction of Chakrata Road and track 
leading to Shamshan Ghat along Tons Nadi the boundary proceeds slightly South- 
Ea c t and then proceeds East along Chakrata Road upto the point where sullage 
water drain cuts Chakrata Road between building of Sericulture and Gurdwara. 

Ward No. IV.

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From there the boundary runs in a Southerly direction along with Beacher 
road and meets at the junction of Macpherson road and Beacher road. 

From there the boundary runs along the Macpherson road and Birpur Road 
until it meets the bridge on Binola Khala. 

From there the boundary runs in North-Westerly direction and meets at the 
bridge over Bijapur Canal. 

From there the boundary runs In a Westerly direction and meets at the Iron. 
Bridge of Tons Nadi over Ghangora road. 

From Tons bridge the boundary takes turn towards South-West and runs 
along Birpur road upto its junction with Tapkeshwar road. 

From there the boundary runs along Tankeshwar road towards West and 
meets at the junction of Kaulag;rrh road and Tapkeshwar road. 

From there the boundary runs along Kaulagarh Road and keeps on running 
upto Cantonment Boundary upto Pillar No. 135. 

From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 135 the boundary runs towards South 
along Cantonment Boundary and meets the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 130 
situated near Kaulagarh Canal. 

From, there the boundary takes a turn towards East and keeps on running 
along Kaulagarh Canal upto its junction along Baiu-Pur Canal. 

From there the boundary turns towards South-West, and runs along Balu-Pur 
Canal upto its junction with Cantonment Boundary at Pillar No. 137. 

From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 137 the boundary runs Southwards 
along Cantonment Boundary through Cantonment Boundary Pillars Nos. 137 to 
148. 149 and 1 meets the starting point Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 2, 

Ward No. V. 

Village Dakra (Part) Military Hospital, M.T. Lines, Military Dairy Farm 
(Birpur) 

The boundary of this ward begins from the bridge over Bijapur Canal by the 
side of Bungalow No. 227 and runs Easterly direction along Bijapur Canal and 
meets the Binola Khalia and runs along the Kalla in Easterly direction and 
meets ihe Macdonald Road. 

Thence the boundary runs in Northerly direction along Macdonald road upto 
its junction with Bijapur Canal. The boundary then runs South-Westerly along 
Eastern bank of Tons Nadi upto the point where it meets Iron bridge.

From there the boundary runs along the Cantonment boundary Pillars Nos. 
10, 13, 19, 21 upto boundary pillar No. 27. 

From Cantonment Boundary Pill nr No. 27 the boundary takes a turn to South 
and meets the Macdonald road near Canal Chowki and keeps running in Southerly 
direction along the Macdonald road and meets the Binola Khalia. Thence moves 
in a Westerly direction along Binola Khalia and meets the Bijapur Canal and

Northerly direction upto boundary pillar No- IX and then runs in Westerly direc- 
tion upto boundary pillar No- X and then along boundary in Northerly direction 
upto the boundary pillar No. XI, then in Westerly direction upto boundary pillar 
No. XII situated at the Eastern bank of Bhairoba Nalla and the boundary runs 
in Southerly direction along the Eastern bark of Bhairoba Nalla to meet the 
starting point boundary pillar No. I. 
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
